MEGGISON 
SAYS 


A package of three bills, HB 
419, 417 and 450 concerning the 
sex deviate problems, passed by 
the House, should be of great 
interest to all the people. Th? 
first bill allows the Judge to im- 
pose, after finding a defendant 
guilty of a specific sex offense, 
an indeterminate sentence (min- 
imum of which is one-day and 


. the maximum, life) upon the de- 
‘fendant if it is determined in ac- 


cordance with HB 417 on a pre- 


sentence examination that he is 
a sex delinquent. H. B. 450 con- 
cerns the defendant after he has 
been sent to Jackson prison and 
protects him from life sentence 
by allowing him to appeal to the 
court of original jurisdiction in 
the event that a psychiatric cli- 
nic does not give him proper per- 
iodic review of his case. 

. HB 472, appropriations $2,- 
000,000 to the State Health De- 
partment for the purchase of po- 
lio vaccine to be furnished free 
to the high risk group (children 
under 10 years of age, and preg- 
nant women), passed without a 
dissenting vote, and was given 
immediate effect. It is* expected 
that the Senate will pass favora- 
bly on this bill next week. 


Another issue which proyoked 
a long emotional discussion was 
HB 350, which passed with a 63 
to 42 vote, transfers the Howell 
TB San from the Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium Commission to the 
Mental Health Commission to 
house mentally retarded children. 
During — debate, proponents 
brought out the information that 
TB facilities were only 50% oc- 
cupied, while there was a crying 
need for more beds for mental 
eases with something like a wait- 
ing list of 1,500 mentally retard- 
ed children already committed 
by the Court, and -no place: to 
put them. Some of the cases, it 
was claimed, had been ordered 
committed for as long as two 
years. 


HB 137 appropriating $37,000 
to the Regents of the U of M 
for completion of program plans 
and for expenses preliminary to 
organization of a 2-year Univer- 
sity program in cooperation with 
the Flint Junior College, with a 
provision that. completed plans 
along with a budget covering est- 
imated requirements for the be- 
ginning of senior college opera- 
tions in September of 1956 pass- 
ed the House 89 to 0, and was 
given immediate effect.

‘“Michigan’s tallest television 
tower — a 1,282-foot steel giaut 
is now serving station WWTV’s 
viewers from Grand Rapids and 
Bay City-Saginaw to the Straits 
of Mackinac. 

Located at the highest point 
in Michigan’s Lower Peninsula, 
the 200-ton tower reaches 2,985 
feet above sea level. The point 
of land on which it is situated 
is 1,705 feet aove sea level. 

The steel structure is the sec- 
ond tallest television tower in the 
United States and is the third 
tallest man-made object in the 
world, according to David F. Mil- 
ligan, general manager of WW-

Everything was against me 
that day, for I was unable to 
hitch a ride home and wound up 
by walking the 12 miles back 
with my glove in my pocket. 

(Later on, however, I made the 
Terre Haute team and played 
third base for two years, learn- 
ing the valuable lesson in the 
American Legion’s Hickory and 
Horsehide program of how to 
get along with people. 


LETTER 
BOX 


Last week we printed part of 
a letter from Tom Thacker, who 
is in French Morocco. Following 
is the rest of his letter: 


Tanger has a number of other 
unusual characteristics, too. 


|Since it is truly international— 


being governed by a federation 
of which the US is a member— 
there are no money controls. 
Sidewalk shops buy and sell all 
types of currencies and maintain 
blackboards showing current 
rates in 20 different countries. 
Generally speaking, Americans 
gain in such transactions; when 
we were there, the US dollar 
would buy 367 francs as against 
the Moroccan price of 350; even 
the pound, standard through the 
British empire at $2.80, was sell- 
ing for $2.73. Shopkeepers are 
accustomed to accepting just ab- 
out any currency imaginable. 


We went,to Gibralter by ferry 
cn Monday, leaving the car in 
the hotel parking lot. The trip 
over took 2% hours, during 
which time we traveled most of 
the distance, eastward through 
the straits. Contrary to our be- 
licf {and I had been there be- 
fore so should have known bet- 
ter) Gibralter doesn’t actually 
project into the channel. Really, 
certain points of Spain would ap- 


| pear to control the straits more 


than Gibralter. Evidently, that | 
is an illusion which. is offset by | 
the heavy fortifications on “The 
Rock” and the well-equipped har- 
bor and dock facilities. There is 
also an air strip for commercials 
as well as military aircraft. It 
cuts across the peninsula — as 
indeed Gibralter is a peninsula 
parallel to the Spanish border. To 
get enough length, one end pro- 
jects far out into the water. A 
considerable amount of present 
day Gibralter is filled in area 
where naval battles were fought 
200 years ago. 

Our stay was divided between 
‘the “Rock Hotel” which is the 
newest and nicest and the “Bris- 
tol” which must have been fairly 
nice a hundred years ago but to- 
day has more atmosphere than 
conveniences, As anywhere, most 
of the touristing is outside, how- 
ever, so that is where we spent 
most of our time. There are pro- 
bably. a few feet of the “Rock” 
which we didn’t cover, but darn- 
ed few. We even covered some 
areas where special passes were 
necessary, and issued to mem- 
bers of “friendly” nations in a 
quaint old office which Welling- 
ton may have used. . , 

The high point of any trip to 
Gibralter is the rock climb. It 
starts by cab and ends on foot. 
We visited the Barbary apes at 
their house far up the slope and 
were fortunate to find them at 
home. Like most Americans, we! 
knew the usual legend that the 
apes, which are the only ones 
free in Europe, will-desert the 
Rock when Gibralter is lost to 
Great Britain. Beyond that, our 
knowledge was scant. Now that 
we have. been there, it is obvious 
why they won’t leave the Rock; 
no apes ever had it so good. Dur- 
ing the late unpleasantness with 
Germany, the colony began to 
die off and a few additional apes 
were imported from N. Africa. 
However, only 2 of them are 
left; all others were born on the 
Rock. : 

- All of us — kids and adults al- 

ike — were fascinated by the 
apes. We could easily see why 
Queen Elizabeth and her family 
last May. went back a second 
time to see them. They ate from 
our hands and climbed on our 
shoulders and put on quite a 
show, all things considered. The 
older members weigh about 40 
lbs while the babies — Prince 
Charlie and Princess Ann — are 
still quite small. There are now 
2 colonies with about 20 apes in 
each. They cover the entire hill- 
side, sometimes visiting the city 
at the bottom: Always they re- 
turn home at night. 

It was difficult getting the 


kids away from the apes and on 
up the slope. However, what 


“must be must be — Fortunately, 


sometime in the 16th century 
King Philip of Spain decided to 
end the bickering between Span- 
iards and Moors so had a wall 
built to divide the Rock in two. 


_A set of steps along the wall pro- 


vided spots for sentries. An iron 
railing was added quite recently 
and now furnishes the route for 
the last 600 steps to the top. 
There is a military road all the 
way up but it closed to tourists. 
So we used the steps.. 


If your feet hold out, the view 
is magnificent. The other side is 
500 ft or so straight down, then 
slopes sharply off to the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. The pitch is empha- 
sized by the construction of con- 
crete catch besins on all slopes 


- having no other value; there is 


no other source of water on Gib- 
ralter. Of course, the trip up has 
one unpleasant sequel; the long 
drag back. I am not sure which 
contributed to our semi-invali- 
ded condition the next day; 
something did. , 


The military aspect of Gibral- 
ter is quite amazing. There are 
said to be hundreds of guns, yet 
we only saw one, and it was be- 
ing lowered into one of the tun- 
nels and probably doesn’t show 
by now. Cameras are not per- 
mitted up the slope — a disap- 
pointment because the apes 
would have made very interest- 
ing shots ——- but we couldn’t have 
found a thing to photograph if 
we’d been spying. One experi- 
ence gave us an idea what the 
inside of the Rock is like. A roek 
slide about 15 years ago closed 
the perimeter road on the east 
side — that is the side where 
there is practically no space be- 
tween rock and oceart. So a 
tunnel was cut through and pub- 
-le vehicles use it. The result is 
dark and damp and eerie. I’m 
sure we were all glad to get back 
into daylight. 

An incidental part of our tour 
around Gibralter was a visit to 
the Moorish Castle — 8th cen- 
tury construction and oldest 
structure on the peninsula — 
and a short swing across the 
border into Spain. Not far in— 
5th country in our 4 day trip. 
just enough so we could claim a 
The rest of the stay was rather 
prosaic — tho pleasant enough— 
as we scouted the shops and visi- 
ted the museums and watched 
the British guard mount which 
puts most of our military man- 
euvers to shame. Of course, their 
drill is designed for show, where- 
as ours is geared to simplicity. 

Anyhow, we finished our tour 
of Gibralter, back to Tangier 
where we spent a final day, then 
returned home. Incidentally, we 
visited the Naval Air Station at
